“What does it mean to you?”’

Mr. Nixon first said he did, 
indeed, believe in the slogan. He 
conceived it to be well founded 
and expressive of the new lead- 
ership. It was his opinion the 
party had failed in the past to 
bring young men and women into 
it. It also had more or less iso- 
lated itself from labor and had 
given the impression, during the 
depression years, of being against 
social welfare advances merely 
because the Democrats were 
urging them. Modern Republi- 
canism, he believed, could, and 
would, change all this. 


In 1960 the Republican cam- 
paign failed. To be sure, its edge 
of defeat was a narrow one. A 


number of factors contributed to | 
But none was more produc- | 


it. 
tive of defeat than the failure of 
Republicanism to be modern. The 
dynamic promise of 1956 turned 
out to be just a slogan. It was 
not implemented. That Mr. Nixon 
was restive and unhappy about 
this during those four years is 
not disputed. 


Confirmation 


It now is confirmed. Mr. Nixon 
has advised Republicans of Cali- 
fornia he will not be a candidate 
for governor in 1962, This was 
not unexpected. It was, however, 
something of a disappointment to 
those politicians who had been 
hoping against hope for an 
affirmative decision. They now 
will have to get down to work. 
It would not have been easy with 
Mr. Nixon as the nominee. But 
it would have been much less 
arduous. 


It was Mr. Nixon's advice to 
the party leadership which pro- 
vides the most interest. He was 
talking to them, and through 
them, to the national structure. 
If one reads between the lines 
he seemed also to be disasso- 
ciating himself from Sen. Gold- 
water’s slogans and indicating a 
preference for the modern Repub- 
licanism of Gov. Nelson Rocke- 
feller who may, in 1964, be Mr. 
Nixon’s major opposition if, at 
that time, he decides to try again. 


Mr. Nixon’s advice in 1961 is 
just what it was in 1956. He 
urges year-round state organiza- 
tions: a talent scout for new and 
modern candidates, and efforts to 
recruit support from labor groups, 
young voters and the “suburbs.” 
There was no reactionary pro- 
nouncement in it. 


It was unreasonable to expect 
Mr. Nixon to enter the 1962 cam- 
paign. He is just finished resting 
up from the 1960 race. It would 
have been necessary for him im- 
mediately to have plunged into 
the huge task of organizing the 
state, smoothing out troubles, 
and reuniting the factions pro- 
duced by his own power strug- 
gle to obtain control of the state 
machinery so that it might serve 
his own political ends. 


GOP Split 


Also, Mr. Nixon is an astute 
and observing young man. The 
GOP split is, in a very real sense, 
more serious than the chronic 
and historic chasm dividing the 
Democrats. In the first place, the 
Democrats have learned how to 
live with theirs. When the need 
comes they can bridge the bloody 
abyss and join hands. Secondly, 
the events of current history are 
reducing the reasons for it. 


But the right wing of the Re- 
publican party seemingly is de- 
termined to nominate .Mr. Gold- 
water, as it was to name the late 
Sen. Taft. This wing will never 
be satisfied, or convinced, until 
it does nominate a man who 
opposes the minimum wage, aid 
to education, public housing, and 
the various social welfare pro- 
grams. Its members certainly 
will not wish to engage in recruit- 
ing support from labor. 


Meanwhile, Mr. Rockefeller ap- 
pears almost certain to be re- 
elected governor of, New York. If 
he is, then there will bé a new 
promise of ‘Modern Republican- 
ism” led by a man who means it. 


Mr. Nixon is wise not to run 
but to stay put and keep an ear 
to the ground.

MOSCOW (®—Premier Nikita Khrushchev predicted Tuesday the 
Soviet Union soon will rocket one of its astronauts into orbit well 


ahead of the United States. 


“‘The time is not far off,” he 
said, ‘“‘when the first Soviet space 
ship with a man on board will 
soar into space.”’ 


Khrushchev added no details. 
But earlier this month Soviet sci- 
entists announced they had 
brought safely back to earth a 
space ship with a dog aboard. 
And Soviet astronauts are known 
to be engaged in intensive train- 
ing. 

“We are living in good times, 
comrades. Both on earth and in 
the boundless cosmic space the 
boldest dreams of man are being 
made reality,’’ Khrushchev said 
in a speech in the Kazakh town of 
Akmolinsk, broadcast throughout 
the . nation.

A recent issue of The New Yorker has a fascinating piece about Texans and

HEALTH: Penicillin No Danger in First Use 


How can you know what the 
reaction is going to be in a 
given case where the patient 
has never been subjected to the 
drug?—J. R. M. 


There is no necessity for de- 
termining in advance what will 
happen if a patient never has had 
penicillin—because very rarely is 
anything going to occur. in the 
way of a reaction the first time. 


In company with many other 
things which can, in rare cases, 
cause a reaction, the first con- 
tact with the material does not 
do it. The first step is that the 
body must become ‘“‘sensitized’’— 
if, that is, any such risk exists 
for the individual. Hence it is 
some subsequent use of the drug 
which results in trouble. 


It would. be possible, if we kept 
detailed records on every in- 
dividual (and that would be fine, 
but would it be worth the very 
considerable cost?) to give a 
small administration of penicillin, 
sometime after the first use of 
it, toa everyone. 


If the sensitivity were due to 
the penicillin, it would be appar- 
ent. But suppose the sensitivity 
is not to the penicillin itself, but 
to the oil, or other material used 
to put it in liquid form? In short, 
the testing could become very 
complicated. 


So I would suggest it might be 
better simply for all of us to be 
aware that once in 100,000 cases, 
or once in 10,000, or whatever the 
frequency, there may be trouble. 


Steroid drugs have been used 
to overcome some reactions. 
In other cases the re 
actions have been mild enough so 
the patient needed no extra help. 


In a few, the reactions have, of

was not completely shut out, how- 
ever. 


Eastern was awarded an im- 
portant Florida to Texas route, 
from Miami, by way of Sarasota- 
Bradenton, St. Petersburg-Clear- 
water and Tampa to New Orleans 
and on to Dallas-Fort Worth. 


Stodola originally recommended 
that this route be given to Bran- 
iff, but the board overruled him. 


The CAB ruled against the ex- 
aminer’s recommendations, how- 
ever, that EAL be granted exten- 
sion of competing service between 
Atlanta-Birmingham and Texas 
cities. 

NATIONAL ADDITION 

While Delta got the plum of the 
Atlanta-Birmingham route to the 
West Coast, National got the 
equally lucrative route from Mi- 
ami to the Pacific Coast by way 
of Houston. 


This means an extension of Na- 
tional’s existing service from Mi- 
ami, Tampa and other Florida 
cities to Houston. 


Just as the CAB finally decided 
on a two-pronged Delta extension 
westward from Dallas-Fort Worth, 
it also gave National a two 
pronged extension westward from 
Houston. 


In the case of Delta, one of the 
new routes will be from Dallas- 
Fort Worth, by way of San Diego 
to Los Angeles-Long Beach. The 
other will be from Dallas-Fort 
Worth, by way of Las Vegas, 
Nev., to San Francisco-Oakland. 


FOLLOW SAME PATTERN 
The new National routes follow 
from 


geles-Long Beach, and the other 
to Las Vegas, San Francisco-Oak- 
land. 


Neither Delta nor National will 
be permitted to serve both the 
Los Angeles-Long Beach and the 
San Francisco-Oakland areas on 
the same flights.

The CAB decision, which was 
a 4to0 ruling, is scheduled to 
become effective June 11, 1961. 
CAN APPEAL 

However, it is appealable. Dis- 
satisfied participants to the pro- 
ceedings can first appeal to the 
CAB for reconsideration. If the 
CAB turns down this appeal, then 
the issue can be taken to the 
federal district court here. 


Chairman Boyd, Vice Chairman 
Gurney and CAB members Gil- 
liland and Bragdon concurred in 
Tuesday's ruling. Board member 
Minetti did not take part in the 
decision. 

The battle between the major 
airlines to provide this single 
carrier service across the south- 
ern tier of states has been going 
on for more than 10 years. 


On one occasion several years 
ago a CAB examiner recom- 
mended that Eastern be given the 
Atlanta-to-West Coast route, but 
he was overruled by the existing 
board, which finally settled on 
the interchange service between 
Delta and American.

This was permission for Jack- 
sonville, Fla., and Orlando, Fia., 
to be coterminal points with At- 
lanta on the transcontinental 
route, 


WITHOUT STOPPING 

In other words, it is conceiv- 
able, under the CAB ruling, that 
a passenger could board a Delta 
plane at Orlafdo or Jacksonville 
and fly to the West Coast without 
stopping in Atlanta. But a pas- 
senger in Miami could not do 
this. He would have to stop in 
Atlanta on a Delta flight to Los 
Angeles or San Francisco, but 
could fly directly to the West 
by National. 


American Air Lines, although 
a loser in company with Eastern 
for the choice routes, did not 
come out of the case empty- 
handed either. The CAB granted 
it a route westward from Hous- 
ton to San Antonio and El Paso, 
in Texas, Tucson and Phoenix in 
Arizona, and on to the Los An- 
geles and San Francisco areas, 
which AAL already serves on 
other routes. 


CONTINENTAL GETS ROUTE 


Continental Air Lines also was 
granted a route from Houston to 
San Antonio, El Paso, Tucson, 
Phoenix and Los Angeles-Long 
Beach.

WASHINGTON—The government sought more 
than $12 million in damages Tuesday in the first of a 
series of suits stemming from the electrical anti- eds 


prosecutions. 


The suit charged that various. 
government agencies were over- 
charged on purchases of large out- 
door circuit breakers. This was 
one of 20 heavy electrical products 
involved in the 20 crimnial cases 
concluded last month in Phila- 
delphia, 


Named as defendants in the 
damage suit were the General 
Electric Company, Westinghouse 
Electric Corp..  Allis-Chalmers 
Manufacturing Co., Federal Pa- 
cifi¢ Electric Co. and I-T-E Cir- 
cuit Breaker Co. 


The first three of those five had 
pleaded guilty to criminal charges 
of price-fixing and bid-rigging on 
circuit breakers, the last two no 
defense. They were fined, respec- 
tively, $40,000, $30,000, $20,000, 
$15,000 and $10,000. 


Altogether, Federal District 
Judge J. Cullen Ganey imposed 
fines of $1,924,500 in the 20 crim- 
inal cases. He also sent seven 
executives of the companies to jail 
for 30-day terms, They were re- 
leased last week. 


The Justice department's suit, 
filed in Philadelphia, presented 
a relatively simple theory of 
damages. It noted that prices 
for the circuit breakers had de 
clined to a low point in the pe- 


riod from August through mid- 


November, 1958.. The complaint 
argued that the price-fixing con- 
spiracy had evidently been least 
effective at that time. 


“It was during this base period 
that defendants’ bids most nearly 
approached those prices that 
would have prevailed under con- 
ditions of open competition,” the 
complaint said. 


The prices for circuit breakers 
in that 1958 period were about 40 
per cent less than the average 
prices paid by the government 
for the same products between 
1956 and 1960. 


The suit was filed by the Jus- } 


tice department as a joint action, 
on behalf of the government in 
general and of the Tennessee Val- 
ley Authority. The TVA was a 
separate complainant in order to 
increase the possible damages. 


It is seeking treble damages of 
$7,478,691. 


The Justice department, in its 
case, spoke on behalf of such 
agencies as the Bureau of Recla- 
mation, the Bonneville Power Ad- 
ministration, the Corps of Engi- 
neers, the Atomic Energy 
Commission and the Southwestern 
Power Administration.

Yesterday, we presented a hand 
from the current television se- 
ries, ‘“‘Championship Bridge with 
Charles Goren,”’ where a pair of 
contestants bid and made a no 
trump slam off two aces. In the 
interests of justice, we are pre- 
senting today another excerpt 
from the show where a pair of 
experts arrived at a grand slam 
missing one ace and met with a 
swift retribution. 


The trouble started with South’s 
jump shift response. While his 
hand does possess great playing 
strength and slam prospects are 
bright if a fit can be uncovered 
in one of his suits, he should 
make a simple forcing response 
of two hearts in order to leave 
the maximum room for explora- 
tion. An immediate jump shift by 
responder says, not only, ‘‘Part- 
ner, I think we can make a 
slam,”” but also ‘“‘I knew where 
to play the hand.” 


When South bid three hearts, 
West feared that his opponents 
could make a slam and, in an 
effort to crowd the bidding, he 
jumped to four spades. North 


was returned placing declarer in 
the dummy. The diamond finesse 
was tried and, while it succeeded, 
West was void in diamonds and 
ruffed the trick. Another trump 
lead was taken by dummy and 
three discards were obtained on 
the high spade and club honors. 
The repeat of the diamond finesse 
enabled declarer to claim the bal- 
ance for a two trick set. A sad 
way, it seemed to this observer, 
to dissipate a handful of assets.

Best in U.S. for 20 Years 


NEW YORK (?}—Ohio State currently is the king 
pin of college basketball but you have to dip down into 
the Blue Grass country to find the modern career cham- 
pion—the University of Kentucky. 


Just as Adolph Rupp is the most 


successful of the coaches, so his 
Kentucky Wildcats own the best 
winning record in the nation not 
only for the last 10 years but also 
for the last 20. 


The National Collegiate Athletic 
Bureau, which delves into such 
matters, came up with this infor- 
mation Tuesday, coincidental with 
opening of the annual national Col- 
legiate Tournament. Kentucky is 
one of the challengers opposing 
favored, undefeated Ohio State. 


Kentucky tops the major col- 
lege list for winning percentages 
over the last decade, 1952-1961, 
with 203 victories and 40 defeats 
for a mark of .835. Over a 20- 
year span, the Wildcats also 
are well in front with 467-75 for 
862, 


West Virginia is runnerup in 
both categories. Otherwise, the list 
of successful teams for the last 10 
years varies sharply with that 
whose records are based on a 
twice longer period. 


Rupp has been at’ Kentucky 
throughout the 20-year period, 
plus 11 years beyond that. His 
overall coaching mark is 644 
victories, 121 defeats for a per- 
centage of .842. It’s by far the 
best in college basketball. 


His teams were national cham- 
pions, winners of the Associated 
Press poll, in 1949, 1951, 1952 and 
1954. His great team of 1947-48, 
headed by Ralph Beard and Alex 
Groza, represented the United 
States in the Olympic games but 
later became involved in the bet- 
ting scandals. 


Next to Rupp, the most success- 
ful coach has been Everett Case 
of North Carolina State, with 349- 
105 for .769, covering 15 years.
